Not Just Oil 


Its chief importance is stra- 
tegic—not just oil. 

It was not until Napoleon 
reached Egypt that the British 
really became fearful. The late 


German Kaiser knew that if a 
great world power could obtain 
control of the Middle East that 
power could laugh at the sea- 
power nations of Great Britain 
and the United States. We re- 
member Lawrence of Arabia as 
a sort of romantic movie-story 
character when in reality he was 
engaged in the great and des- 
perate effort to hold that region 
for the Allies. 


Hitler moved for it. A sorely 
beset Great Britain flung all she 
could to Montgomery so that he 
drove Rommel] from the gates of 
Egypt and prevented him from 
fanning out and occupying it and 
other areas already about won 
over to the Nazis.

So, it is not just a British prob- 
lem.

The United States imports

want us involved more deeply 
in China, and they then want 
Europe’s economy to break

would grow greater on us to sup- 
ply our own and our Allied 
ne 

Our home furnaces may not 
glow so warmly next winter. 


The oil of Iran means much 
more than just a British dilemma. 
It is a part of the Soviet pattern, 
stepped up while we quarrel over 
whether to fight MacArthur’s 
idea of war or not. They know 
Congress is impotent and split. 
If they can manage to have the 
great industrial power of the 
German Ruhr fall in their hands 
by halting Iran’s oil it will be 
worth more than winning many 
battles.

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A School Change in the Making 


It is good that sentiment. is growing 
among legislators for a change in the ad- 
ministrative setup of the Georgia school 
system. 


Only a quick look at the present or- 
ganization is needed to confirm that a 
change should have occurred long ago and 
is mandatory now with the _ increased 
responsibilities of the schools and the pub- 
lic demand that greater appropriations 
result in commensurate improvement in 
school instruction. 

The immediate past president of the 
Georgia Education Association, Kankakee 
Anderson, has declared it is impossible to 
administer a school program the size of 
that contemplated with the present or- 
ganization. 

How this antiquated system functions, 
when it does, may be summed up briefly 
as follows: Members of the state school 
board, a constitutional body, are appointed 
by the Governor for Staggered terms. The 
state school superintendent is elected by 
the people. 

Generally speaking, the board holds 
over-all responsibility and lays down poli- 
cies for the superintendent to follow. But 
the laws are so overlapping and confused 


The British decision to stop exports of 
rubber to Communist China, at least for 
the remainder of the year, ought to be wel- 
comed in this country as another mani- 
festation of a change in sentiment. 

A cynical view of “it’s about time” 
will serve no purpose except to add fuel 
to the unfortunate friction that has been 
growing recently between the two coun- 
tries, especially since General MacArthur 
said exports through Hong Kong were ma- 


. terially aiding the Communist Chinese in 


Korea. 

We do not put ourselves into the posi- 
tion of defending all particulars of Brit- 
ish participation in the Korean War. But 
the fact remains that the English-speaking 
nations form the keystone of the hope of 
the free world. If disagreement ever is 
allowed to split Great Britain:and Amer- 
ica, then the alliance of the democratic 
countries is seriously endangered. 

We in this country feel keenly that Brit- 
ain has only about 22,008 members of the 
UN armed forces in Korea while this coun- 
try has about 300,000. It is a fact for which 
Winston Churchill reproaches his own 
country. 

There are other factors, though, which 
ought to be considered. About 120,000 Brit- 
ish troops are fighting the Communists 
in Malaya in an action which may have as 
great an ultimate effect as Korea. More- 
over, Great Britain is only a few miles, 
and a few minutes, from Russian bombers. 
If America were similarly situated, would 
citizens of this country tolerate the send- 
ing of thousands more troops to the other 
side of the world when the menace was 
poised at our own back door? 

These are facts that ought to be remem- 
bered in any criticism of Great Britain, 
though they are not to say that criticism 
is thereby unjustified. 

We agree with Mr, Churchill, for in- 


stance, that contirued British recognition’ 


of the Peiping regime is an anomaly that 
ought not to be tolerated. Perhaps the 
original Britigh aims—of providing a lis- 
tening post and a medium through which 
Peiping might be weaned away from Rus- 
sia—were sound ones. But if so they long 
since have lost validity. 


that no one, not even the attorney general, 
is willing to say from month to month and 
from crisis to crisis whose authority ex- 
tends where. Enough confusion is gener- 
ated by the simple fact that a superintend- 
ent deriving his authority from the people 
is under supervision of a board named by 
the governor. 

Obviously the board ought to be elected 
by the people and the superintendent ap- 
pointed by it. Similar changes should be 
made in local school systems. 

There is, of course, the problem of per- 
suading capable persons to offer them- 
selves as candidates for the school board. 
Such important posts cannot be left to run- 
of-the-mill politicians. It will be up to the 
school people and to responsible citizens to 
see that men of integrity and ability be- 
come candidates and are elected. 

Some legislators prefer election of the 
school board by the General Assembly. 
That would be preferable to the present 
method, but the fact remains that almost 
invariably the incumbent governor actu- 
ally chooses those whom the General As- 
sembly elects. 

At this stage the important ‘thing is that 
a change definitely is in the wind. And 
the schools and the people will benefit. 


Some Reminders About the British 


Neither can any case be made now for 
admission of Red China to the UN, or for 
giving up Formosa to the Communists. 

And it is difficult to see how Britain 
seriously could make an issue out of rear- 
mament vs. the welfare program. 


Yet,,it must be equally puzzling to the 
British that this country, with an abun- 
dance of meat, allows the price to go be- 
yond all bounds of reason. 


And though the situation is being cor- 
rected now, the British could hardly under- 
stand how this country, calling upon Brit- 
ain and other free nations to rearm, vir- 
tually monopolized the raw materials mar- 
kets and, with its superior financial re- 
sources, bid prices so high as to make it 
almost impossible for Britain to compete. 

Even this country’s diplomatic linen is 
not spotless in our relations with Britain 
and other allies. Our State department in 
the past has been prone to spring decisions, 
such as the projécted rearmament of Ger- 
many, upon our allies with no prior no- 
tice or discussion. 

We do not cite these factors as excuses 
for British lagging in rearmament. But 
we do believe the American public ought 
to make every effort to understand the 
British position rather than lash out in 
blind and venomous criticism. 

Americans ought to remember too that 
the British have not, in 10 years, had 
enough to eat, enough to wear or enough 


fuel to keep them warm. If they are some-: 


times bitter over the demands from this 
side of the Atlantic, these facts ought to 
be considered. 

Most of us over here hold no brief for 
the Labor government, but it is no more 
fair to hold ‘every Briton responsible for 
the mistakes that are made than it would 
be for the British to hold every Ameri- 
can individually responsible for the mis- 
takes of Harry Truman. 


The overriding fact is the British are ° 


our firmest ally and when the showdown 
comes we can count on them. And we 
cannot afford to forget that it was the 
British people who held the fort of free- 
dom alone in 1940-41 while America was 
getting ready. 


Electricity and Rural Progress 


A report by the Department of Agri- 
culture that 19 out of every 20 farm homes 
in Georgia are furnished with REA elec- 
tric service shows our state is well up with 
the rest of the country in this respect and 
ahead of many states. 


It was only a few years ago that elec- 
tricity in the farm home was a rarity. 

It is good to know Georgia is in the 
forefront of this development which is one 
of the chief factors behind the farm revo- 
lution in progress for the last two decades.

Ceiling on Thumbs 


Reductions ranging up.'to twelve cents a 
pound -on some cuts are scheduled under retail 
ceiling prices which go into effect at the na- 

tion’ s meat markets this morning. 


Who said there was no beef in Gilead? 


The advent of the price rollback at the butcher-shops is wel- 
come news to the nation’s housewives who, having tired of meat- 
substitutes, were casting about for meat-substitute substitutes. 


A lot of people who like their meat rare, I mean, have 
been getting it increasingly rarely. We had meatless days be- 
fore but never so many, hand-running. 


The government’s attempt to control meat prices comés nearly 
eleven months after the beginning of the Korean war, a period 
during which beef increased from seven to eight cents a pound on 
the hoof and even more a carat on the plate. 


Uncle Sam, to mangle a metaphor, is locking the barn 
door after the cow jumped over the moon. 


Of course, in all fairness, it should be pointed out that the 
government did take one previous action calculated to stem the 
bull market in meat: Its credit restrictions served to restrain some 
= us who had been buying our Sunday roasts on the installment 
plan. 


Now, however, the OPS is requiring the posting of dollar- 
and-cent price-ceilings and the neighborhood butcher will have 
something other than his conscience to guide him. 


Incidentally, even under the new ceilings, ground meat will 
sell for 65 cents a pound. So don’t nold your breath while you 
wait the return of that old friend, the five-cent hamburger.

A Clearer View 
On Chiang Kai-shek 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of Defense Mar- 
shall’s testimony before the Senate Far Eastern 
policy investigating committee cleared up one 

major point of controversy regarding the Korean war. 

This concerns the failure of our military command to accept 
the offer of Chiang Kai-shek for use of a part of his Nationalist 
forces on Formosa against the Communist aggressors in Korea. 

Heretofore various reasons have been assigned to our refusal 
to accept Chiang’s offer of aid. The most conspicuous o) these, 
and the one which seemed to carry the greatest weight, was that 
we refrained from using the Nationalist forces at the start for fear 
of bringing the Chinese Reds into the fight. We did not want to 


_do anything that would aggravate intervention by the Chinese 


Communists. 

To put Chiang down in Korea and thus give the Nationalist 
leader a foothold on the Chinese mainland, it was argued, would 
be a red flag in the face of the Chinese Communists. 

That was a tenable theory up to the time the Chinese Reds 
intervened last November. After that the reason appeared no 
longer to carry sufficient force. Among those who had led the 
clamor from the beginning for utilizing Chiang’s men, renewed 
demands were put forth for bringing the Nationalists into the 
fighting. 


Climax The final climactic thing which set off the President’s 

dismissal of Gen. Douglas MacArthur was the letter 
he wrote to House Minority Leader Joe Martin making vigorous 
complaints against the decision of the Joint Chiefs of Staff not to 
use Chiang’s forces. On the surface, great weight seemed to 
attach to MacArthur’s point that, the Chinese Reds already having 
intervened in Korea, there was no longer any sound reason why 
we should deny ourselves the Nationalist reinforcements that had 
been proffered. 

It was a point that carried some appeal until the testimony of 
Secretary Marshall was made available. What he revealed has 
thrown much more light on the situation. It now develops from 
his testimony that the fear of bringing Red China into the war 
was always a secondary consideration. The primary reason had 
to do with the reliability and dependability of Chiang’s troops. 

Secretary Marshall disclosed that at the outbreak of the 
Korean conflict last June 25 serious consideration had been given 
to proposals for accepting Chiang’s offer to send some 33,000 men 
to Korea. To that end we sent a large military mission to Formosa 
to survey the situation. The mission, made up largely of Mac- 
Arthur’s own staff officers, went into the matter thoroughly. What 
we were concerned about was whether, from the standpoint of 
training, morale and equipment, Chiang’s forces could be relied 
upon to stand up. 

We wanted to make sure, in particular, that the same thing 
that had happened before in China did not happen again. We did 
not want to put Chiang’s men down in Korea only to see them 
go over to the Communists. Many of them had been away from 
the Chinese mainland for several years and there may have been 
a temptation to them to lay down their arms and join the Com- 
munists with a view to returning to their former homes, their 


families and friends. 

After spending some time in Formosa the 
Adverse Rep ort mission reported adversely on the use of 
Chiang’s men. The contents of the report have been withheld 
from the public for military reasons, but it is significant to note 
that even General MacArthur subscribed to its findings. He evi- 
dently regarded the use of Nationalist forces as a risk not worth 


taking. 
This, it should. be carefully noted, was in July or August of 


last year. Some three months later when the Chinese Reds swept 
across the Manchurian border in November, MacArthur changed 
his tune. Hard pressed to meet the attack, he began to call for 
authority to bring in Chiang’s troops.

Atlanta churchwomen of all 
denominations have probably 
been more faithful than any 
other group in remembering and 
trying to help the thousands of 
dreary, seemingly hopeless crea- 
tures who have no home more 
permanent than the city stock- 
ade. The churchwomen visit 
the stockade and present a pro- 
gram, with music and refresh- 
ments, each week. They try to 
find jobs for the women when 
they get out of jail and they 
offer what help and encourage- 
ment they can in rehabilitating 
prisoners. Their record with 
younger prisoners has been 
good—but not good enough to 
satisfy them.

the women who land in jail are 
repeaters, 41 per cent of those 
arrested in one year had been 
arrested five or more times, 
and one survey compile. by 
the Citizens Crime Prevention 
Commission showed some stag- 
gering cases. Forty-seven of 
the women arrested in one year 
had been in jail 20 or more 
times, 24 women were serving 
their 30th jail sentence and 11 
had been arrested 40 or more 
times. 


There was one gay 63-year- 
old who had been arrested 
86 times during a period of 
eight and a half years. 


Many of that number know 
no security outside jail. Forty 
per cent of them come from 
the poorest section of town. The 
younger ones—16 to 20 years— 
are mostly runaways from other 
Georgia towns or other states 
and the crime committed is, in 
the majority of cases, “drunk,” 
or “drunk and disorderly.” 


The pattern for women of- 
fenders is almost uniformly con- 
ducive to a repetition of crime. 
Out of jail with no place to go, 
no home, no clothes, no job, 
a girl is easily drawn back to- 
ward the barroom where she got 
drunk or picked up money for 
a few meals by practicing pros- 


titution. 


The Crime Prevention Com- 
mission is looking toward the 
day when a home for women, 


, similar to the Lighthouse for 


men, will offer a haven for a 
few days or weeks. But until 
that time comes, commission 
members are content to have 
a trained caseworker on the job 
in recorder’s court, to talk to 
women, to find the basic, under- 
lying causes which make them 
habitual jailbirds and to find 
help for them through one of 
the agencies already function- 
ing.

Truman’s Batting Average py 


In 82d Congress Is .081

WASHINGTON, May 13—In its first four months and ten 
days, the Democratically-controlled Eighty-second Congress has 
enacted only 28 public laws and is behind the law production 
output of the Republican-controlled Eightieth Congress, which 
President Truman denounced as a “do nothing. Congress.” 

None of the major platform planks upon which President 
Truman won election in 1948 for a second term has been ap- 
proved by this Congress, and there are no indications any of 
them will become law, at least during the current session. 

Of 37 specific legislative recommendations by the President 
upon which the House keeps a running ‘box score, only three have 
become effective as a result of Congressional action since Jan- 
uary. In baseball terms, it could be said that the President's 
batting average, so far as Congress is concerned, is a meager .081. 

None of the three White-House-backed measures which ran 
the congressional gauntlet successfull¥ could be described as a 
major campaign promise. Two of them affected only soldiers or 
veterans of the war in Korea, one granting a free $10,000 life 
insurance policy to all serving in our armed forces over there 
and the second granting medical, burial and pension rights to 
veterans of the Korean War equal to those alreagly authorized 
for veterans of World War II. 

The third congressional victory for the administration was, 
in a sense, a “negative victory” for it concerned the President’s 
reorganization plan affecting the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration and substituting a single administrator for the old five 
man board. Opponents of the plan were in the majority in both 
the House and Senate, but they could not rally a constitutional 
majority in either chamber—218 in the House or 49 in the 
Senate—to defeat the reorganization order. 


IN THE OUTPUT OF LAWS GENERALLY, the present Con- 
gress has passed 28 public laws and 27 private laws. However, it 
is only four and one-half months old. This compares with 60 


.public laws and 38 private laws enacted by the Eighty-first 


Congress in the same period, and 47 public laws and three private 
laws approved by its predecessor, the Eightieth Congress. 

But of the 28 public laws thus far enacted in 1951, only four 
may be said to be of broad national concern. One authorized a 
huge naval expansion program, while another extended for 90 
days the power of the Federal Government to control rents. A 
third laid down the rules under which the government might 
renegotiate defense contracts to save money. A fourth amended 
the McCarran Internal Security Act so as to permit admission to 
the United States of displaced persons who fall under the category 
of “involuntary” members of Fascist, Communist or other totali- 
tarian organizations. 

The record of the present Congress is a source of considerable 
concern to the White House, which, naturally, is anxious to gain 
legislative approval for as much of the presidential program as is 
possible. In influential quarters on Capitol Hill, it is asserted that 
some of the blame for lack of legislative progress properly should be 
laid to the President, who has not, these sources declare, done all 
that he might have done to improve and cement his relations with 
members of the House and Senate, Republicans as well as Democrats. 


ATIBOTH THE WHITE HOUSE AND AT THE CAPITOL, active 
consideration is being given to plans for improving legislative liaison. 
To meet this need in part, the White House recently added former 
Rep. John Carroll, Colorado Democrat, to its staff. 

Under the Legislative Reorganization Act, Congress tries to end 
its first session by July 30, but it is quite apparent this deadline will 
‘not be met this year. With only six weeks remaining before the end 
of the fiscal year on June 30, none of the major appropriation bills 
yet has cleared both Houses. 

Only a few of the big money measures have passed the House, 
and each of these has suffered major, and, in the view of the Ad- 
ministration, damaging reductions and restrictions. ' 

The President’s request for more than $16,000,000,000 in new 
taxes, later cut to $10,000,000,000, to keep the budget in balance, still 
is under study by the House Ways and Means Committee. Amend- 
ments adopted thus ’far make it clear that the new taxes will not be 
effective for all of the 1951 calendar year, and that the revenue 
raised by the increased rates and excises will not produce even the 
$10,000,000,000 additionar requested by Mr. Truman. 

An emergency aid measure. to alleviate famine in India has been 
before the Congress since Feb. 12; when Mr. Truman submitted a 
special message, but neither house has acted so far. The original 
plan was to give India a total of 2,000,000 tons of food grains, but it 
was clear that this would be defeated if brought to a vote. The meas- 
ure pending before the House authorizes a loan to India for the pur- 
chase of this amount, while a Senate bill would make half the quan- 
tity a loan and the other half a gift.

Dirty, Starving and Alone 


SEOUL, Korea—Dear Ralph: Today I rode through Seoul, a battered, shattered, 
beaten city, almost empty of people except for the pitiful swarms of orphan chil- 
dren that wander the streets in gangs, crying to each Jeep and truck that passes, 
“Chop, chop,” meaning food. We had some candy bars in the Jeep and stopped 
to give one to one little fellow when I happened to turn my head, and there 
through a broken window pane, a goat-whiskered old papasan, wearing horn- 


rimmed spectacles and one of those funny stove-pipe hats, was peering out. 


The old man’s look 


seemed typical of Seoul today, a city fearfully watcHing and waiting for what is to come. 


What that will be I do not know. We stopped 
the first Chinese drive north of the city, four 
miles or so. Now our tanks have patrolled 10 
miles to the north and have found no resistance 
that amounts to anything. Yesterday I went up 
to the forward outposts of our main resistance 
line. What I saw was not encouraging. The GI 
just won’t dig in. He scoops out a shallow hole, 
throws a few tree limbs and a little dirt over 
the top and thinks he is dug in. 


They had mine fields and barbed wire out 
in front, but if they ever get any mortar fire 
on those holes, they are going to pulf out. 
They can’t stay there. 


Their big defense out here is the artillery. 
Few times in war have so many guns been 
massed as we’ve got massed along the Han, and 
that makes me feel a little better about our abil- 
ity to hold. Unfortunately, where I am sleeping, 
20 minutes behind the forward foxholes by Jeep, 
a considerable amount of this artillery is massed. 
It fires off and on all night, making the tent 
shake and my cot roek. But it’s a comforting 
sound to hear the big guns bang, their echoes 
reverberating back from the hills across the Han, 
a lot more comforting than to hear that crump 
that the incoming stuff makes. 


That are many little side glances you remem- 
ber. Yesterday, in the great courtyard of the 
Capitol here in Seoul—a huge grey marble build- 
ing finer by far than most state houses at home 
and badly beaten by bombs and burned out with 
napalm—I watched a cannon firing for an hour. 
Its snout was pointed right over as lovely an

oriental setting as I ever saw—a 100-year-old 
temple, surrounded by cherry trees in blossom. 

Later, visiting a battery of .155 howitzers, I 
heard a great yakking going on around the num- 
ber three gun. They had it dug in, and as it 
fired it shook the loose earth down and the fall- 
ing earth uncovered the body of a dead Chinese 
soldier, buried in a shallow grave by the enemy 
as they retreated. | 


The cannon crew just shoveled some earth 
back over him and kept on firing. 


For all the fury and the horror here, life goes | 
stubbornly on. Folks plant rice in fields where — 
the big guns are.in place and firing, paying no 
attention to the noise and the blast. Women wash 
clothes in shallow rivers as tanks roar by. 


The will to live, to till the earth, to keep 
on in the old habits of survival can’t be 
blotted out easily in a country where all life 
stems from the land. 


Spring has come and the apple trees are in 
bloom and the bleak hills are turning green again 
—except where napalm has scorched the earth 
so deep it will not be green again for years. I 
keep thinking of Sandburg’s poem: “Pile the 
bodies high at Austerlitz and Waterloo—I am the 
grass, I cover all. Let me work.” 

That’s about all for now, I guess. While things 
are quiet I'll go down to a little island to see the 
thousands of orphans we have flown there, safe 
and out of harm’s way. I want to see kids fed 
and clean again. I’ve seen so many dirty, starving 
and alone.—HAROLD.

Women Bank Officials

When a woman slipped her foot inside a bank office as a bread- 
winner back during World War I, she was taking a step in the 
right direction. And she has been high-stepping ever since, for 
today there are 165,000 women employees in the 15,000 banks in 
the United States. In them are approximately ‘600 women officials. 


Some of the top-ranking 
women in the banking field will 
be coming to Atlanta Friday to 
attend the Southern Regional 
Meeting of the Association of 
Bank Women this week end. 
Headquarters are at the Bilt- 
more Hotel. 

Banking is one of the pleas- 
antest fields in which a woman 
can earn a living, and even 
though it took two World Wars 
to accomplish the task, bank 
doors are opening for the ladies. 
They have proved to men of- 
ficials that they are acceptable 
employees because they are 
making a real contribution to 
the field of finance. 


For instance, in Atlanta, Mrs. 
Helen Pace Thompson holds the 
only full vice presidency of a 
bank (Fulton National). In dis- 
cussing a woman’s place in the 
financial world, she says: 


“] think women entering 
banking should realize right 
away that they should not 
expect to receive any special 
favors because they are wom- 
en. It takes practice to make 
perfect in any line of work 
and the fact that each year 
more and more women are 
being named to official posts 
is proof that it’s the work they 
are doing that has put them 
there. Women have an under- 
standing of people. I think 
this is one of their main assets 
in serving the public. A girl 
undecided about a career 
could well consider one in 
banking.”

If I tried to shatter 
his theory by stating that ty- 
phoid fever begins in the in- 
testine, father would inquire 
politely how the typhoid ba- 
cilli got into the intestine and 
I had to admit they were 
taken into the stomach in 
contaminated food or polluted 
water—and, ahah, then, the 
stomach would destroy the 
germs if it were functioning 
efficiently, wouldn't it? Well, 
I didn’t know about that... . 


I don’t know about it now, 
but after some further study I 
have reached the conclusion 
that father had something there, 
only he had it by the tail. 


Approaching the question 
from the standpoint of physi- 
ology and health rather than 
the standpoint of disease and 
pathology, I am convinced that 
health begins in the mouth. 


For one thing, as you would 
know if you had studied physi- 
ology in elementary school, the 
food material from which we 
derive most of our energy, 
cooked starch, is digested large- 
ly by the ptyalin in the saliva 
during mastication of the food 
and for half an hour up to an 
hour in the upper end, fundus, 
of the stomach after the food 
is swallowed and ore the 
portion in the fundus becomes 
too highly acidulated by the 
gastric juice. 


For mastication two factors 
are essential. First, a complete 
equipment of sound teeth or 
efficient dentures. Second, 
food in a form one can enjoy 
chewing.

Last Fall, with more than a hundred of my neighbors, I stood in 
line two hours to vote. I reminded myself all the while there were 
many countries where I could not vote even if I should choose. 

“It took thousands of years to shape that voting booth. Only by 
centuries of struggle was that lock fastened upon it to preserve my 
ballot in honor. 

“One generation of men after another beat themselves against 
the door to this booth, and died upon its threshold before it opened 
to let me enter and choose my government. 

“Dreamers and poets of liberty, martyrs and prophets of truth, 
soldiers and seamen, statesmen and philosophers, all who have labored 
— oe and suffered in the costly human march toward

-  freedom—these are my unseen companions beside 
= this ballot box today.”—Percy Haywood. 
He was right. You and I vote at tremendous 
- cost. And here is the heartbreaking truth—hold 
onto your seats— aA 
In 1944, a presidential year, only 18.8 per 
cent of eligible voters in Georgia voted. 

In 1948, a presidential year, only 21.8 per 

cent of eligible voters in Georgia voted. 

I hear a great deal today about graft and dis- 

honesty in politics and government. Votes sell for 

a dollar, and people admit it. Names are voted off 

tombstones. Officeholders, we hear, are selected 
Dr. A. V. Gibson DY party gangs before election. 

If these things be true, who is to blame? 

If me in office are dishonest, who is to blame? 

Do we really want better government? We can have it if we will. 
Some thought woman suffrage was to be the salvation of politics. 
Things have grown progressively worse despite the efforts of women. 
If we refuse to vote, we vote nevertheless, and we vote for graft and 
corruption. We are what we vote for, in a very real sense. Do you 
remember the parable of the trees in Judges? 

The trees went forth on a time to anoint a king over them; 
and they said unto the olive tree, Reign thou over us. But the 
olive tree said unto them, Should I leave my fatness, wherewith 
by me they honor God and man, and go to be promoted over the 


trees? 
And the trees said to the fig tree, Come thou, and reign 


over us, 
But the fig tree said unto them, Should I forsake my sweet- 
ness and my good fruit, and go to be promoted over the trees? 
Then said the trees unto the ‘vine, Come thou and reign 
over us. And the vine said unto them, Should I leave my wine 
which cheereth God and man, and go to be promoted over the 
trees? 
Then said all the trees unto the bramble, Come thou, and 
reign over us. And the bramble said unto the trees, If in truth 
ye anoint me king over you, then come and put your trust in my 
shadow; and if not. let fire come out of the bramble, and devour 
the cedars of Lebanon. 
Christians must accept responsibility as citizens—both as voters 
and as candidates for public office. 
We can educate our people in the sacredness of jhe ballot. 
We can support measures that make for better government. 
We can be careful to be Christian (which means starting now to 
train for the next election) when we come to the voting booth. 
Democracy is the child of Christianity’s doctrine of the worth of 
the individual. We do not need politics in religion, but religion into 


politics. God is looking to see if we are worthy of freedom. If you 
and I disregard our freedom, it will be taken away.

Dick said youngsters in the 
school meet once a week, discuss 
health problems and make plans 
for a “functional” health program. 
COUNCIL MEETS MONTHLY 
He said he believed the program 
at Boulder Crest also was “un- 
usual” in that each class in the 
school was. represented by a pupil 
on a Health Council which meets 
monthly to co-ordinate planning 
for better health. 

Dr. T. O. Vinson, DeKalb 
County health officer, a public 
health nurse, the-school dietitian, 
parents and teachers also are on 
the Council which works in co- 
operation with all health agencies 
in the community. 

Dick said a card is kept on each 
child in the school, listing his 
height, weight and physical de- 
fects, if any. 

GIVEN MEDICAL AID 

Children who need medical care 
and are not able to afford it are 
sent to Grady Hospital, he pointed 
out. Those who can’t afford nour- 
ishing school lunches are given 
them free through the federal 
assistance program. Children with 
eye defects unable to afford treat- 
ment are given it through the help 
of Lions clubs and other civic 
groups. 

The health program at Boulder 
Crest School, which has 785 
pupils, was considered so out- 
standing that it received recogni- 
tion from the Parent-Teacher or- 
ganization of the 13th district. 
But the school does not plan to 
rest on its laurels.
